e N having received each commune bs

y Leed muſt do it, or it will be left undone for ever. By 
theſe ſayings of Beelzebub, (for I think it was he that 
e I gave this counſel,) the whole conclave was forced to 
be of his opinion, to wit, that the way to get the caſtle 
was to get the town to ſin. Then they fell to enen 
by what means to do this thing. 

Then Lucifer ſtood up, and ſaid, The counſel of 
Beelzebub is pertinent: Now the way to bring this to 
paſs, in mine opinion, is this; let us withdraw our 
force from the town of Manſoul ; let us do this; and 
jet us terrify them no more, either with ſummons or 
threats, or with the noiſe of our drum, or any other a 
wake ning means.

loſe. i th'. hire; nor is this man with the long name at 
all inferior to the other. What alſo, if you join with 
them Mr Sweetworld and Mr Preſentgood, they are 
men that are civil and cunning, but our true friends and 
helpers, Let theſe, wich as many more, engage in this 


buſineſs for us; and let Manſoul be taken up in much 


buſineſs, and let them grow full and rich, and this is 


the way to get ground of them; remember ye not that 
thus we prevailed upon Laodicea; and how many at 
| preſent do we hold in this ſnare. Now, when they be- 


gin to grow full, they will forget their miſery ; and if 


we ſhall not affright them they may happen to fall a- 
* fleep, and ſo be got to neglect their town- watch, their 


caſtle- watch, as well as their watch at the gates. 


Yea, may we not by this means o cumber Manſoul 
with abundance, that they ſhall be forced to make of 


their caſtle a warchouſe inftead of a garriſon fortified 
againſt us, and a receptacle for men of war. Thus, 
if we get our goods and commodities thither, I reckon 
that the caſtle is more than half ours. Beſides, could 


we ſo order it, that it ſhould be filled with ſuch, kind 
of wares, then if we made a ſudden aſſault upon them, 


it would be hard for the captains. to take ſhelter there. 
Do you know that of the parable? The deceitfulneſs 


of riches choke the word : and again, When the heart 


is overcharged with ſurfeiting and drunkenneſs, and

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Furthermore, my lords, quoth he, you very well 
know, that it is not eaſy for a people to be filled with 
our things, and not to have ſome of our r re 
as retainers to their houſes and ſervices. Where is 
Manſoulonian that is full of this world, and that Ns 
not for his ſervants. and waiting men, Mr Profuſe, or 
Mr Prodigality, or ſome other of our Diabolonian 
gang, 'as Mr wann Mr Pragmatical, Mr 


Oſtentation, or the like? Now theſe can take the caſtle 


of Manſoul, or blow it up, or make it unfit for a gar- 
riſon for Emanuel; and any of theſe will do.

There were alſo 


ſeven heads of their army, and they were the Lord 


Beelze bub, the Lord Lucifer, the Lord Legion, the 


Lord Apollyon, the Lord Python, the Lord Cerberus, 


and the Lord Belial. But the princes and the cap- 
tains, with old Incredulity their general, did all of them 


make their eſcape; ſo their men fell down ſlain by the 


power of the Prince's forces, and by the hands of the 


town of Manſoul. They alſo were buried, as before re- 


lated, to the excecding great joy of the now fanious 
town of Manſoul. They that buried them, buried alſo 
with them their arms, which were .cruel inſtruments 
of death, (their weapons were arrows, darts, mauls, 
fire-b:ands, and the like ;) they buried alſo their ar-

This is the 
Doubting, and theſe that came with Diabolus to ruin 
the town ef Manſoul are the natives of that country. 

The Bloodmen are a people that have their name 
derived from the malignity of their nature, and frem 
the ſury that is in them to execute it upon the town of 
Mantoul ; their land lieth under the Dog ſtar, and 323 
that chey are governed as to their intellectuals.

rood. the remote parts of it are far diſtant from the 
Land of Doubting, yet they do both butt and bound 
upon the Hill called Hellgatehill.
